G.S.R. 2f6 (E).-—In exercise of powers conferred by sub-section (1) read with clause (b) of sub-section (2) of 
section 156 of tic Indo-Tibetan Border Police Force Act, 1992 (35 of 1992), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rubs to amend the Indo-Tibetan Border Police Force (Medical Officers Cadre) Rules, 1997, namely 

(1) Theses rules may be called Indo-Tibetan Border Police Force (Medical Officers Cadte) Amendment Rules, 1998. 

■ (2) They shall come into force on the date of Iheir publication in the Official Gazette, 

2. In the Indo-Tibetan Border Police Force (Medical Officers Cadre) Rules, 1997, for rule 12, the following rule 
siall be substituted namely;— 

"12. Superannuation — (1) The retirement of a person holding a post in the cadre shall take effect from the after¬ 
noon of the last day of the month in which such person attains the age of sixty years. In case, the date of birth falls on the first 
day of a month, the retirement of such a person shall take effect from the afternoon of the last day of the month preceding the 
month in which such person attains the age of sixty years. 

(2) No person shall be granted extension in service beyond the age of retirement of sixty years : 

Provided that a Medical Specialist may be granted extension of service upto the age of sixty two years if such 
extension is in public interest and the grounds for such extension are recorded in writing ; 

Provided further that the appropriate authority shall have the right to terminate the extension of service before the 
expiry of such extensiop by giving a notice in writing of not less than three months in the case of a permanent or a quasi¬ 
permanent Government servant, or, of 6ne month in the case of a temporary Government servant, or, pay and allowances in 
lieu,of such notice. 

(3) The provisions of sub-rules (1) and (2) shall not be applicable to any officer, who is on extension in service, on the 
date of coming into force of the Indo-Tibetan Border Police Force (Medical Officer Cadre) Amendment Rules, 1998".
